FIGHT OF LIQUOR 
RACKETEERS SEEN 
BEHIND SHOOTING 


Clyde Shaw in Dying 
Condition at Grady, Ne- 
gro Wounded and White 
Man Is Sought.

BATTLE IS WAGED 
IN NEART OF CITY 


Negro Declares That Un- 
identified “Short Fat 


Man” Was Wounded by 
Shots From Pump Gun. 


Riddling a filling station at 27 
Houston street with buckshot from a 
pump gun, wounding a negro and 
probably a rival liquor runner in what 
believe to have been the 
climax of a feud between whisky 
racketeers, Clyde Shaw, 28, of 
766 Formwalt street, alleged “boot- 
leg king” of Atlanta, was’ shot 
down by a policeman and late 
Saturday night was said to be in a 
dying condition at Grady hospital. 

Shaw was shot once below the heart 
by Supernumerary Patrolman C. V. 
Lee, who was standing nearby when 
the shooting began. 

Robert Maddox, negro employee at 
the filling station, Saturday night was 
the only one able to tell officers of 
the shooting. He is shot severely in 
the left arm and hand. 

Quarrel Starts Shooting. 

The encounter took place after a 
quarrel at the Kirkland filling station 
and parking lot, 27 Houston street. 
between Shaw and a “short fat man,” 
according to the negro, who said that 
at one time during the shooting, he 
saw the latter clinging to a door post, 
with blood streaming from his face. 

Shaw was standing in the middle 
of the parking lot pumping bullets 
into the filling station where Maddox 
and the white man were endeavoring 
to find protection. Patrolman Lee, 
who was standing on Peachtree, was 
summoned by a negro passerby who 
ran for police when he saw Shaw 
enter the lot with a shotgun. 
_ Shaw was shooting when Lee ar- 
rived. Officer Lee ran into the Mar- 
ion garage, which is located on one 
side of the parking lot, thinking he 
would be able to enter the lot by a 
rear door of the garage, he said. There 
was only a small window. 

Officer Lee broke out the window 
with the butt of his pistol and saw 
Shaw standing about 20 feet away 
firing the pump gun. He knew Shaw, 
he said, and yelled to him. Shaw 
turned and pointed the gun at the 
officer who fired once, dropping the 
alleged bootlegger with one bullet just 
below the heart. 

Shaw in Dying Condition.

Annie Virginia Clarke, attractive 25- 
year-old Richwood widow, which oc- 
curred in the Cordele sanitarium 
Thursday morning, where she was 
brought from her Richwood home for 
attention. 

Application has been made for bond. 
This has not been accomplished. 

The arrest was made by Deputies 
Meeks and Perry, of Sheriff Pitts’ 
force in Cordele. 
lodged in Crisp jail here until Friday 
morning, when he was delivered to 
Sheriff Vinson, of Dooly county. He 
did not refuse to talk, but made no 
Statemént in connection with the ar- 
rest. He was silent when shown the 
warrant by the officers. 

The charges were developed by So- 
licitor General T. Hoyt Davis, who 
Friday asked for a recess of Dooly 
superior court for time to make the 
Investigation.

Giacomo Lauri-Volpi, one of the 
greatest of the many great tenors of 
the Metropolitan Opera company, who 
is to sing in three leading roles dur- 
ing the 1929 Atlanta opera season, 
which opens on April 22, is a young 
Italian who confesses that he was 
not nervous when he made his debut 
at the famous old opera house in 
New York in 19258.

The coming season will not be Mr. 
Lauri-Volpi’s first visit to Atlanta. 
He sang here two or three years ago 
with the Metropolitan and at that 
time made a splendid impression upon 
southern hearers. He is one of the 
best trained of living tenors and his 
voice possesses a sweetness rarely 
equalled in all opera history. 

Enviable War Record. 

The young Italian won an enviable 
war record for himself during the 
world contlict, though it interrupted 
his vocal studies and delayed his ca- 
reer by four years. He was studying 
voice under the famous baritone, An- 
tonio Cotogni. when the war broke 
out. He enlisted immediately and 
fought with conspicuous bravery in 
the Trentino and Corso. He was 
promoted to a captaincy for his gal- 
lantry and won the silver medal and 
cross of war. 

Lauri-Volpi is named in three roles 
during the forthcoming Atlanta sea- 
son—in Aida, La Gioconda and Tra- 
viata. 

His highest ambition, he says, is 
to improve his voice, perfect his roles 
and please his audiences. In regard 
to America, he has fallen in love with 
the country and asks only one favor 
of the vocalistic gods—that he may 
continue to please American audiences 
and thus continue to live in this coun- 
try

Chicago, February (?)—The 
Chicago Tribune said tonight that evi- 
dence gathered by investigators of the 
St. Valentine day gang massacre was 


converging on the identification of 
Rocco Belcastro as chauffeur and 
member of the squad of executions. 


Chicago, February 23.—(4)—The 
St. Valentine’s day gang massacre to- 
night appeared as much of a mystery 
as it did nine days ago, unless the 
authorities have undisclosed informa- 
tion as to the identity of the gunmen 
who shot down seven members of the 
Moran gang in their headquarters. 

Half a dozen’ theories have been 
built up in the interim and as many 
clues uncovered, only to evaporate 
into unsupported beliefs or inconse- 
quential happenings when subjected 
to examination. Police who several 
times have announced the slayings 
would be cleared up in a few hours 


and have given out new and often 
conflicting information day by day, 
tonight were left with the odds and 
ends of a few beliefs and clues to be 
run down—unless they have actual 
information concerning the slayings 
not yet made public. 
Faulty Identification. 


The latest “solution” to be ex- 
ploded by the authorities came today 
with the finding in Detroit of Dr. 
Loyal Tacker, Chicago dentist, who 
disappeared from near his home last 
night. When it was learned he had 
vanished the police at first announced 
that he had identified one of the kill- 
ers when shown a photograph of the 
suspect, as a man whose teeth he had 
extracted recently. 

Later Dr. Tacker was found in a 
dazed condition in Detroit with the 
story that he had been slugged, kid- 
naped and drugged-in Chicago by 
four.men who took him away in an 
automobile, John Egan, chief of de- 
tectives, declared Dr. Tacker was not 
a material witness and that the man 
identified by him was in jail at the 
time of the massacre and was not in- 
volved in the case. 

Chief Egan declined to disclose the 
name of the man so identified, ex- 
plaining that “if Dr. Tacker ever does 
prove to be a witness of value, such 
disclosure would hurt the state’s case.” 


Give Misleading Information. 


Police, subjected during the last 
few days to severe criticism and ridi- 
cule by some newspapers, today appar- 
ently adopted a policy of giving out 
no information or misleading infor- 
mation to newspapermen in order to 
keep concealed whatever facts they 
have left. 

Some persons believed Dr. Tacker 
actually had made the identification 
claimed at the time he disappeared 
and that the names of the slayers 
were known to the police, who were 
adopting a policy of disclaiming Dr. 
Tacker in order to protect him and 
also as a means of preventing other 
witnesses from becoming frightened 
that a similar fate may befall them. 

The only other clue which police 
were known to be investigating was a 
partly destroyed automobile found 
Thursday night ina burning garage 
about three miles from the scene of 
the slayings. Because some witnesses 
who saw the killers flee say that 
some of them wore police uni- 
forms and traveled in an automobile 
resembling a police car, the police said 
yesterday that when ownership of the 
dismantled car of the same make as 
police cars had been traced, the mys- 
tery would be solved. 

The car, after passing through sev- 
eral hands, was found to have been 
sold Iast December by a dealer to a 
man who gave the name of James 
Morton, of Los Angeles. That was as

Suspicions that Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh left behind when he took 
off from Abilene, Texas, this after- 
noon, declining to write his destination 
in the airport reg’stry, were verified 
when the famous flier eame to earth 
at Eagle Pass on the Texas-Mexico 
border tonight and announced he was 
en route to Mexico City. He landed at 
7:30 p. m. and said he would take off 
at daybreak tomorrow for the Mexican 
capital. When asked if he intended to 
marry his fiancee, Miss Anne Morrow, 
while on this trip, the “Lone Eagle” 


preserved a stony silence. 

The first definite grounds for sus- 
pecting that Lindbergh was to lay 
aside his role of route inspector for 
i's company, National Air Transport, 
Inc., for that of a Lochinvar of the 
air were discovered at Abilene this 
afternoon when, after failing to record 
his destination, the flier headed his 
plane southward instead of in a west- 


erly direction. Airport officials at, 
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Nuys, Calif., previously had = an- 


nounced receipt of a telegram from the 


aviator which stated he proposed to 
land there tonight. 

But those following “Lindy's” flight 
were wary. for there always is mys- 
tery in a Lindbergh adventure. Despite 
the fact that nothing was known of 
Lindbergh's plans, more than a hun- 
dred persons were on hand for his 
landing in the remote city of Eagle 
Pass. 

Since the time Colonel Lindbergh 
left the east on flights westward sevy- 
eral days ago ostensibly to inspect 
depots of his company, the public had 
little difficulty in conjuring forth the 
picture of “Lindy” skimming through 
the air into Latin skies bound for the 
home of his sweetheart in the Mexican 
capital—a theme to grip not only the 
lovelorn, but all who love romance.

GUOLIDGE ORDERS 


SENATE TO DEFEAT 
REMOVAL EFFORT 


Upper House, at Urging 
of President, Reconsid- 
ers and Votes Down Bill 
for Withdrawal. 


ORDER RESTORED, 
ADVOCATES SAY 


Coolidge Forces Gather 
To Defend Foreign Pol- 
icy of Chief; Naval Bill 
Passes Easily. 


Washington, February 23.—(2/)— 
Administration forces rallied today in 
the senate and eliminated from the 
navy deparfment appropriation bill 
the surprise amendment added late 
yesterday providing for the withdraw- 
al of American marines from Nicara- 
gua. 

President Coolidge was reported to 
have sent word to the capitol this 
morning that he considered the sen- 
ate’s decision of last night a reflec- 
tion on his foreign policy, but the 
white house attitude failed to switch 
Chairman JTiorah of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, 

Borah voted again today for imme- 
diate withdrawal of the marines and 
his action was regarded as marking a 
definite break with the administration 
in view of the position taken on this 
question by the president and Secre- 
tary Kellogg. 

Seven Voted Changed. 

Two republicans and five democrats 
ebanged their votes on the withdrawal 
issue and this, together with the 
rounding up of 11 absentees gave the 
administration a majority of 48 to 32 


against the amendment, The proposal 
to prohibit use of any of the navy de- 
partment funds for maintenance of 
the marines in Nicaragua was adopt- 
ed yesterday 38 to 30. It was offered 
by Senator Dill, democrat, Washing- 
ton. . 

After ditching the Nicaraguan 
amendment, sponsors of the navy de- 
partment supply bill carried it to an 
immediate vote and it was adopted 
without a roll call, thus killing fears 
of a filibuster against the provision 
in the measure of $12,370,000 for 
starting the newly authorized cruiser 
construction program. 

The addition of the cruiser funds 
by the senate must be approved by the 
house. The navy bill now will be re- 
turned to that body and a cohference 
for adjustment of other differences be- 
tween the two houses is expected to 
be ordered Monday. The bill make 
$200,000 available immediately for 
starting the first five of the 15 cruis- 
ers. The remainder would be used 
during the next fiscal year beginning 
Jnly 1 for starting the second com- 
plement of five cruisers and the air- 
plane carrier and for continuing work 
on the first five. 


No Debate on Bill. 


Under the spur of white house pres- 
sure, republican leaders were busy 
early today canvassing the situation 
on the Nicaraguan amendment. The 
check up showed enough votes to elim- 
inate it and Senator Hale, republican, 
Maine, in charge of the bill, took 
quick advantage of his opportunity to- 
day for a second roll eall. 

There was no debate. Senator 
Jones, republican, Washington, inter- 
rupted an immediate vote to announce 
that he had decided to change hts 
vote and line up against withdrawal 
of the marines. He said he had de- 
cided after some thought that it was 
best to leave the foreign policy to the 
president. He emphasized that he had 
complete faith in both President Cool- 
idge and President-elect Hoover in 
this respect. 

Senator Harrison, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, inquired whether there had 
been any efforts by the administra- 
tion to change votes. Jones replied 
that he had not consulted with Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover on the amendment. 
Harrison cited that Chairman Borah 
and Senator Swanson, of Virginia, the 
ranking republican and democratic 
members of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, had voted for withdrawal of 
the marines. 

Senator Borah took no part in the 
debate either today or yesterday. 

14 Democrats Satisfied. 


Those urging immediate withdrawal 
of the troops called attention yester- 
day to the fact that the election was 
over some time ago. It was under- 
stood to be the position of Senator 
Borah that this country’s obligation 
to Nicaragua for the use of marines 
ended with the election and the in- 
stallation of the new administration 
last month. 

The roll call today showed 34 repub- 
licans and 14 democrats yoting against 
withdrawal of the marines. Eight 
republicans joined 24 democrats for 
withdrawal. 

The following senators who yester- 
day voted to withhold funds for the 
continnance of forces in the Latin 
American country today voted against 
withdrawzl: Jones, Thomas, of Idaho,

Committee Asked To Con- 
tinue Free Admiss‘on of 
News Printing Paper. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—(#)—Con- 
tinued admission free of duty of news 
print paper and substitution of new 
working in the tariff act to elimifate 
confusion resulting from various in- 
terpretations of the present phrase- 
ology was urged between the house 
ways and means committee today by 
Flisha Hanson, representative of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
sociation, 
the free list under “Standard News 
Print.” Hanson suggested this he 
changed to “printing paper, except- 
ing rotogravure paper, for use in the 
manufacture of newspapers.” 

He said there was no such article 
in the trade known as “standard news 
print,” that four different definitions 
had been issued by the treasury since 
the wording was included in the 1922 
act, that two different definitions had 
been rendered by the bureau of stand- 
ards, and that 4,000 cases had been 
taken to customs courts because of 
the confusion as to what constituted 
“standard news print.”

“The policy of admitting news 
print paper free of duty,’”’ Hanson said 
in a brief, “has been long established 
and so long recognized as for the best 
interest of the country that it seems 
unnecessary to discuss it in this 


brief.

RADIO'S HALL OF FAME 
MEETS IN WASHINGTON 


Great Men in Industry Gath- 
er When Expert Counsel 
Is Sought. 


BY ALEXANDER R. GEORGE. 
Associated Press Radio Staff Writer. 
Washington, February 23.—(#)— 
What might properly be called “Amer- 
ica’s Hall of Radio Fame’—the men 


who made bhroadcasting—gathered in, 


Washington the other day. 


The casual observer would have re- 
carded the assembly as nothing more 
than the general run of business men 
who so often drop in on the national 
capital to air their views before a fed- 
eral agency. Yet in this wnostenta- 
tious group, crowded in a smoke-filled 
room, were those who in an incredi- 
bly short time have brought radio from 
the freak stage to a‘ popular public 
utility. 


The federal radio commission was 
seeking expert counsel in rearing ra- 
dio’s youngsters—television and _ pic- 
ture transmission. And the old masters, 
probably recalling the handicaps and 
curtailments that once hampered the 
growth of aural broadcasting, with the 
typical modesty of their kind, advised 
a liberal and patient attitude ih the 
regulation of radiovision, 

In an insconspicuous place in ‘the 
second row was Dr. Lee DeForrest, 
celebrated inventor, sitting shoulder to 
shoulder with lawyers and engineers 


of the Radio Corporation of America 
with whom he has often waged fierce 
battle over patent rights. 

In the last row sat Dr. Frank Con- 
rad, the “father of broadcasting,” im 
whose barn in Pittsburgh KDKA, first 
of the program stations, had its inan- 
spicious origin. There also was C, 
Francis Jenkins, inventor of the mo- 
tion picture projector and of radio | 
movies. Nearly every other man in: 
the room was a radio engineer, in- 
ventor or broadcaster of note. 


Dr. DeForrest recalled that a scant 
ten years ago a federal racho inspec- 
tor summarily ordered him to stop 
broadeasting recerds and vaudeville 
sketches from his station because 
“there was no place in the ether for 
programs. “And I stopped,” said 
the veteran inventor. 

If television is not hedged in by 
restrictions it will develop much more 
rapidly, he declared. Although not 
directly interested in the development 
of picture ‘transmission. he advised 


that it be allowed in the broadcast 
band with reasonable restriction. : 


Fans Unload Their Worries 
On U. S. Radio Supervisors 


They Have Things To Do, 
That Never Were Listed 
as Duties When Listen- 
ers Have Troubles. 


Boston, February 23.—(4)—Govern- 
ment radio supervisors have things to 
do that never were listed under their 
original duties, Charles C. Kolster, 
supervisor for the New England dis-| 
trict, reveals. 

An” enthusiasm for radio led Mr. 
Kolster into all kinds of problems out- 
side of office hours before he realized 
that there would have to be a limit 
upon his activities. 

There was the fan, for instance, who 
insisted that Mr. Kolster.come to his 
house to find out which sending sta- 
tion was raising havoc with the pro- 
grams received on his set. The su- 
pervisor agreed with the fan that the 
noise was awful—but it was due to an 
exhausted B-battery. 

And. there was an elderly couple 
who had brought a radio set and whose 
discouragement excited Mr. Kolster’s 
sympathy. They kad described an in- 
ability to tune-in programs that puz- 
zled him and had blamed it on a street 
ear line. The supervisor discovered 
that the loud speaker wasn't plugged 
in. 

Fans have telephoned and awakened 
him in the wee, small hours of the 
morning to complain that the howling 
of some unknown neighhor’s regenera- 
tive set prevented their getting Cali- 
fornia, They wanted it stopped, right 
away. 


He has gone to the home of a 


well-to-do citizen who had complaine:l 
bitterly about the interference of send- 
ing stations, investigated, and found 
that the citizen's refrigerator and oil- 
burning furnace were broadcasting the 
“code” received on the set. 

Before he gave up his self-imposed 
task of helping fans out of their in- 
dividual troubles, Mr. Kolster came to 
the conclusion that most of. their grief 
arose from local troubles associated 
with the installation and functioning 
of the sets themselves. What com- 
plicated matters was the fact that 
listeners frequently proved exceedinz: 
ly sensitive on the question of the effi- 
ciency and perfection of their recerv. 
ers—especially if they were home-built 

Mr. Kolster explains that his title 
apparently is what has led to the many 
problems being sent to his office tha’ 
did not belong there. He points ou' 
that license technicalities, inspectior 
of equipment f ship and shore radic 
telegraph stations, examination and li 
censing of operators, both professiona) 
and amateur, and in general helping 
smooth and maintain the highly im- 
portant commercial and ship-to-shore 
communication are his principal du- 
ties.

A few moments after Paavo Nurmi 
had been disqualified from future com- 
petition in the United States for fail- 
ure to appear in the two-mile steeple- 
chase in the National A. A. U. track 
and field championships at Madison 
Square Garden, Eino Purje, a youth- 
ful countryman, took his place in the 
same event and set a new world mark 

full four seconds better than the 
former standard. 

Remarkable Time. 

Winning the steeplechase in the re- 
markable time of 9:55 2-5 by a wide 
margin, Purje, who was running his 
first race in this country, chalked up 
the second world’s record performance 
opposite his name. He had held the 
2-(4)-meter championship, 
made in Finland. 

ftunning Leo Lermond, America’s 
best standard-bearer, entirely off the 
track, Edvin Wide, Sweden's 
striding schoolmaster, carried off the 
two-mile championship in 9 minutes, 
7 seconds, a new record for the title 
meet.

Miami Beach, Fla., February 2: 
(United News.)—The New York 
Giants may be sold immediately after 
the Sharkey-Stribling fight to a syndi- 
cate including James I. Bush, W. F. 
Carey, Walter Camp and others prom- 
inent in the Madison Square Garden 
corporation, 

John J. McGraw, manager of the 
Giants and one of the principal stock- 
holders, has been in conference with 
Carey and the others and is under- 
stood to have refused an offer of $4,- 
000,000 for the elub and its property, 
including the Polo Grounds. 

McGraw, representing his own in- 
terests and those of President Charles 
H. Stoneham, but not those of Judge 
McQuaid, is reported to have held out 
for $6,000,000. A further conference 
=, be held immediately after the 
ight. 

The Giants have heen “sold” many 
times in the newspapers during the 
past few years but this time the group 
making the offer is in a position to 
talk real money. 

If the Gatden group does obtaiu 
control of the club, it will be follow- 
ing once more in Tex Rickard's foot- 
steps. It was Tex’s great ambition 
to own a major league baseball club. 
Rickard’s plan was to turn the Pele 
Grounds into an outdoor sports arena 
and have both New York clubs, the 
Giants and Yankees, play in the 
Yankee stadium. 

Possibly nothing will come of the 
latest attempt to buy the Giants, but 
if the sale goes through it will be to a 
splendid group of sportsmen as events 
here in connection with the Sharkeys 
Stribling fight have proven. 

And so far as the Giants are con- 
cerned, it is understood McGraw would 
be retained as manager, thereby as- 
suring a continuance of the McGraw- 
ian strategy and leadership.

In 1919 and again repeatedly last

From the viewpoint of informed 
Wall street there is not the slightest 
question but that the federal reserve 
board and the federal reserve banks 
will continue to exert pressure on the 
member banks until there is a sub- 
stantial reduction in brokers loans.

We must 
have the point of view of the rural 
women, if we are to have the proper 
balance needed by the club women. 
Until the rural women become an ac- 
tive force in the federation, the fed- 
eration cannot speak as a represen- 
tative voice of this country. The jun- 
iors are increasing year by year and 
they today more than ever count them- 
selves an active factor in the growth 
of the federation. The young women 
of this country are no longer willing 
to sit on the sidelines and watch the 
world pass by. They are demanding 
recognition in all lines of endeavor. 
The federation is therefore extending 
a welcome hand to all juniors to en- 
ter the federation and to become a 
real power today and particularly in 
the nearby future. 

“The federation is not in need of 
defense but of intelligent understand- 
ing support. Organizers are needed, 
enthusiastic understanding women, 
filled with a clear knowledge of work- 
ing details and an appreciation of the 
great force the federation has become 
in this changing world. Mrs, Sher- 
man once said: “It rests with every 
woman to make her work known. [v- 
ery woman in the federation is a 
publicity agent for her home elub, her 
state federation, and the general fed- 
eration. Her group is measured by 
the value she herself sets upon it. 
What she herself says about her club 
will be taken by the world at large 
as its face value.”

If the Georgia federation had not 
done one single thing except to found 
and endow Tallulah Falls Industrial 
school, that “Light of the Mountains’ 
would be worth all the sacrifice and 
work of its members through the years 
of its existence. But that is only 
a part of its great work—great as it 
it.

Resolutions Adopted. 


Through the department of Amer- 
ican homes, of which Mrs. Ira K. 
Farmer is chairman, a resolution was 
presented in her name and those of 
of Mrs. Joe Myers, chairman of home 
economics teaching, and Miss Epsie 
Campbell, rural and consolidated and 
vocational chairman, that separate 
clubs be asked to indorse the program 
of work in home economics educa- 
tion under the Georgia state board 
for vocational education, and urge 
individual members to make efforts 
to bring to the attention of members 
of the general assembly the need for 
securing a dollar for dollar state ap- 
propriation to match the entire fed- 
eral appropriation (Smith-Hughes 
and George-Reed acts) in order to 
be able to extend the program to all 
communities desiring and needing this 
type of education and especially to 
those that are financially unable to 
secure federal aid because of their 
inability to match this fund with 
local money. An increase was re- 
cently made by congress in the pas- 
sage of the George-Reed bill, which 
provides a generous increase from 
federal funds for the expansion of 
the program of vocational home eco- 
nomics and agricultural education in 
th: state as a whole, especially to ru- 
ral communities, provided the amount 


available to a community can _ be 
matched by a state or local fund. In 
the past this fund has been available 
only to the more prosperous com- 
munities able to match the. federal 
funds. Many districts in Georgia 
where the need for vocational train- 
ing is greatest, where property val- 
uezg are low, the local taxation for 
matching federal aid purposes is pro- 
hibitive. This resolution was adopt- 
ed. and was read by the state reso- 
lution chairman, Mrs, Walter D. La- 
mar, of Macon, who also presented 
the one which was adopted, stressing 
the need for a plant devoted to train- 
ing and employment of the blind; 
and indorsed the movement and pledg- 
ed cooperation with the Georgia As- 
sociation of Workers for the Blind 
to secure: legislation to create an 
agency to handle the necessity of 
home teachers to help those becoming 
blind after maturity to adjust them- 
selves to their changed condition, as 
well as to give whatever intellectual 
or manual training to those who, 
for any reason have missed the educa- 
tional advantages offered by the state 
to blind children. Another clause in 
the resolution stressed the fact that 
great good could be accomplished in 
the prevention of blindness by intel- 
ligent collection and dissemination of 
information bearing upon this sub- 


ject.

It will continue to limst 
and restrict the building of large battile- 
ships under ordinary peace conditions, un- 
til] the end of 1936, and indefinitely after 
that unless notice of termination is given 
by one of the five nations party to the 


treaty. 

But the treaty failed to put a limitation 
on smaller fighting units: ships under 10,- 
000 tons each in displacement and carrying 
guns not exceeding eight inches in caliber. 
Great Britain and Japan indicated that 
they were not unwilling to adopt a ratio 
basis for cruisers, destroyers, submarines 
and other smaller naval vessels, similar to 
the plan devised for limiting battleship 
strength. But France and Italy, having 
conceded battleship superiority to the other 
nations, apparently were not willing to ac- 
cept like limitation of the smaller and less 
coftly craft—and so no agreement was 
made except as to battleships, battle cruisers 
and aircraft carriers. 

What happened? 

Almost immediately, every country party 
to the treaty, except the United States, 


began a tremendous shipbuilding program. 
The British, after the treaty was signed, 
began to build or appropriate for seventy- 
eight vessels, with a total tonnage of nearly 
400.000. Japan built or appropriated for 127 
ships of war or auxiliary craft, with a ton- 
nage of 415,000—exceeding even Great Brit- 
ain’s program. 

France, with Germany disarmed and 
French troops occupying German soil, laid 
down or appropriated for 12 Onaval ves- 
sels, with nearly 300,000 tonnage. 


Italy, even though in desperate financial 
straits, laid down or appropriated for 
eighty-three ships, with a tonnage of 
181,000. 


On the other hand, the United States 
made no substantial addition to its navy, 
other than two aircraft carriers expressly 
provided for by the treaty, until it was ap- 
parent that the other nations had embarked 
on huge building programs. Then, in 1924, 
we authorized the building of eight 10,000- 
ton eight-inch gun cruisers. We appro- 
priated, however, for only two of these, and 
the President of the United States was au- 
thorized to stop construction of such ships 
in the event of a limitation by another con- 
ference, which the President was requested 
to call. At that time it was clear that to 
keep pace with Great Britain we would 
need twenty-two cruisers. By the time we 
had laid down eight cruisers, Great Brtiain 
had laid down fifteen and appropriated for 
two more. Japan had laid down fifteen and 
appropriated for another. France had :aid 
down or appropriated for nine, and Italy 
had provided for eight cruisers. 


The United States, at the time when the 
Washintgon treaty was signed, had a su- 
periority of submarines and _ destroyers. 
Other nations, not content with a su- 
periority of cruisers, began extensive build- 
ing of destroyers and submarines. Eng- 
land provided for forty-one, Japan eighty- 
four, France 101, Italy fifty-nine. 


Summed up, we laid down a total of nine- 
teen vessels, two of which were expressly 
provided for by the “limitation” treaty, and 
six of which were small river gunboats. 
Eight of the nineteen were not provided fcr 
until it was apparent that the other na- 
tions had embarked on a huge naval build- 
ing program. 

This much has been said by way of ab- 
solute and irrefutable proof that the United 
States did not take the lead in a “naval 
race.” These facts indicate also why we 
cannot depend upon the fifteen-cruiser 
program to round out and complete a navy 
that will be fully adequate under all the 
circumstances that might arise during the 
next five years 


Let us see what the situation is with re- 
spect to cruisers, for instance. We now 
have no 10,000-ton 8-inch gun cruisers, 
completed and in commission. Great Britain 
has seven. At the end of 1929. two that 
the United States is building will be ready, 
and Great Britain then will have eleven 


In 1930 we shall have five of the 10.000- 
ton cruisers; Great Britain fourteen. Four 
years from now, in 1933, we shall have thir- 
teen and Great Britain twenty. Two years 
after that, if Great Britain continues to 
build at the rate of three a vear, there 
will be twenty-six British cruisers compared 
with our twenty-thre®’.

quite evident, therefore, that in 
not »overbuilding. 
As a matter of fact, our naval experts— 
men who know our needs from actual ex- 
perience in the navy in time of war—state 
positively that we need forty-three cruisers 
to provide for the needs of the battle fleet 
and the protection of our commerce in time 


of war. 


Naval vessels wear out and become ob- 


solete. They are huge masses of intricate 


machinery. The so-called ‘useful life” of a 
cruiser averages twenty years; the life of 
a submarine is thirteen years. All except 
fourteen of ours will be over that age in 
1936. Many will be wholly unfit for com- 
batant service. Provision for building re- 


placement submarines and cruisers must be 
made by initial appropriations four or five 
years in advance of the date of need of the 
new vessels. Before the fifteen new cruisers 
are completed, twenty-two old, second-line 
cruisers will be retired. 


One of our aircraft carriers, the Langley, 
was experimental in character. It will be 
discarded. 

We lack large, fast submarines to accom- 
pany the battle fleet. For each squadron of 
eighteen destroyers—there are eight such 
squadrons—there should be what naval men 
term a “destroyer leader,” to aid in the 
tactical manageemnt of the unit. 


We need more aircraft carriers. The two 
immense carriers we now possess are less 
than half our allotted strength under the 
Washington treaty. 

These are, in general, our naval] needs. 
They have been determined to be our needs 
not by the judgment of Congressmen or 
Senators, but by the General Board of the 
Navy: men who have given most of their 
active life to the navy, who have stood on 
ships of war proceeding in the dead of 
night through mine-infested waters with 
enemy submarines near by and with the 
fate of nations depending on their judg- 
ment. 

The cv program of the Navy De- 
partment was transmitted to Congress on 
December 14, 1927, by Secretary Wilbur. 
It provided for the construction of twenty- 
five light cruisers, nine destroyer leaders, 
thirty-two submarines and five aireraft car- 
riers. The estimated cost of these seventy- 
one ships was $725,000,000. That cost would 
be spread over a period of nine years. The 
program had the approval of the Secretary 
of the Navy, the Buerau of the Budget, and 
of the President. 

This program has not been passed in its 
entirety by the Congress of the United 
States. Yet it is clear that Congress is 
aware of public sentiment for such protec- 
tion as we need on the high seas to safe- 


guard adequately every legitimate American 
right. 

Great Britain, at the Geneva 
conference (which France and Italy polite- 
ly declined to attend), contended that the 


limitation 


British need was for seventy cruisers in- 
stead of the forty-eight the empire pos- 
sessed. 

Our Secretary of the Navy, acting on ex- 
pert advice, has submitted a building pro- 
gram the 
fleet'’—vessels to scout, to obtain informa- 


designed to furnish “eyes of 
tion, to furnish protection that cannot oth- 
erwise be secured. 

There can be no doubt now that what the 
United States Navy actually needs the navy 


will receive. Neither Congress nor the 
Naval Affairs Committees of the House of 
Representatives and Senate will surrender 
their judgment and discretion and yield to 


a clamor for “the biggest navy in the 
world, regardless of cost’—as has been 
urged. But public opinion supports the 


building and maintenance of a navy fully 
commensurate with our duties and respon- 
sibilities. 

The 321 ships of our navy in commission 
have cost the nation $883,000,000. But they 
safeguard and protect the lives and rights 
of 120,000,000 people, with an annual in- 
come of $60,000,000,000. Those ships are our 
sole defense against attack upon our over- 
seas commerce, amounting to $9,000,000,000 
a year. In addition, they safeguard a com- 
merce between our own seaports, east and 
west, north and south, amounting to $6.,- 
000,000,000 additional each year. Our total 
commerce by water is equal to Great Brit- 
ain’s—$15,000,000,000 annually. 


We have a mainland seacoast to guard 
from Maine to Alaska—seven thousand 
miles. The distance by water from New 
York to Seattle, by way of the Panama 
Canal, is 6,000 miles. It is the navy’'s task 
to interpose itself between our coast and 
any possible enemy force that might at- 
tack. It is, moreover, the duty of the navy 
to be prepared to safeguard our rights—the 
rights of our citizens and our property— 
upon the seas when warring nations seek 
to impose their will upon neutral! or friend- 
ly. countries. 

Our future duty with respect to the navy 
is not confined to the building of ships. 
The seventy-one-ship program would re- 
quire the services of an additional 30.000 
men. Our terms of enlistment is short— 
four years. Great Britain enlists its navy 
personnel for twelve years. We must de- 
velop men who are sea-minded as well] as 
air-minded. The operations of battleships, 
submarines and other fighting craft require 
technical knowledge and skill. Building 
man-power for the Navy is quite as im- 
portant as actual ship construction 
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Under modern conditions battleships on 
the sea need ships high up in the air to 
aid them, offensively and defensively. We 
have already a five-year naval aircraft pro- 
gram which will give the United States 
1,000 serviceable airplanes for scouting and 
for launching torpedoes and 


for bombing attacks. Beyond this pro- 
gram the experts of the navy air force 
foresee the need of 800 more aircraft, for 
replacement and supplemental purposes. 

The cost of providing and maintaining 
our first and most vital line of defense 
is high—more than a third of a billion 
dollars a vear. That cost may increase, 
Yet. as Secretary Wilbur has shown, it is 
not a high cost compared with what might 
be called our “frivolous” national expend- 
itures. The nation spent $1,825,000,000 in 
1925 for cosmetics and beauty parlor min- 
istrations. The national candy bill for the 
same year was $750,000,000. 

Whatever the cost, the period of neglect 
of our Navy has come to an end. We 
have embarked on a policy, approved by 
the people, of providing adequately for the 
national] defense. whatever the cost. 


obseravtion. 


The cost can and should be reduced. All 
armament. on land or sea, is relative and 
competitive to a large extent, though not 


wholly. Our naval expenditures can and 
shoulda be reduced when other nations are 
ready to concede to the United States its 


inalienable right to a defensive strength 
second to no other. The effective limita- 
tion of huge battleships by the Washington 
treaty can and should be extended to small- 
er warcraft. The world need not await the 
second Washington conference in 1931, as 
provided by the 1922 treaty. It need not 
awalt the disarmament conference of the 
League of Nations. 


On March 4, 1929, Herbert Hoover be- 
comes President of the United States. No 
man in that office has had a better know]l- 
edge of international affairs and relation- 
ships; of the rivalries, distrusts and strug- 
gies of the Old World. No man is better 
equipped to grapple with the most momen- 
tous problem that confronts all the great 
nations of the world today: the tremen- 
dous and rising cost of weapons of war. 

The Kellogg-Briand multilateral treaty 
has committed practically all nations to a 
policy of peace by arbitration and con- 
ciliation. It is now only so many words. 
It can be made an effective instrument 
for the actual benefit of mankind through 
new discussions and disarmament confer- 
ences that actually will disarm. 

But until words and good intentions are 
translated into actions and deeds looking 
to peace ~ather than to war America must 
continue to build and maintain a 
adequate. bevond any question, for 
needs of national defense

R. PETER SCUDAMORE was al- 
ways an adventurous fellow. He 
was a hard worker, too, and al- 
ways was willing to take on a lit- 
tle more than the essential offices of his 
In his student days in London he 
was known as a most original and enter- 
prising student of surgery.

The students did it, but one of them broke 
a leg in the effort, and Scudamore laid this 
patient out on the dock and set the broken 
bone before attempting to get away with 
the gruesome prizes. 

So Scudamore became a hero to his class 


and his chums at school. He took great 


pride in his dissection of the pirates, and 
boasted, upon graduation, that he knew 
more about the anatomy of a pirate than 
any other landsman. 

Going to Bristol, his home town, to prac- 
tice surgery, Scudamore soon had an oppor- 
tunity to ship aboard a merchantman as 
Ship's surgeon. He sailed in that capacity 
for three years, with varying fortunes. The 
more he saw of the sea, the better he liked 


it. He achieved a reputation for successful 
operations at sea, and his services were 
much in demand. 

So he sailed as surgeon aboard the Mercy, 
under Captain Rolls. The Mercy was cap- 
tured by the Pirate Bart Roberts, off Cala- 
bar, in 172). 

Now, there were two professions cus- 
tomarily favored by ethical pirates. A cler- 
gyman was not forced to serve aboard a 
pirate ship, if the pirate was anything of 
a gentleman. Roberts prided himself upon 
his proud punctillio. We would not force 
a clergyman to minister to the souls of his 
cutthroats, although he much desired a 
chaplain. Several times he made special 
offers of extra prize money to get a spir- 
itual advisor for his crew, but always failed. 

Surgeons maintained a standing but little 
below the cloth. They were skilled men 
whose skill was respected. They were never 
forced to sign the pirate articles. A sur- 
geon was sometimes forced to join the 
pirate crew in his special capacity, but 
always with the understanding that he 
would be detained only until a man could 
be found to relieve him. He was well paid 
for his service, and not looked upon by the 
pirates as one of them, but rather looked 
up to as a superior individual who might 
be called upon at any time to save the lives 
of wounded pirates. 

So far as known, Peter Scudamore was 
the first surgeon who ever signed pirate 
articles. He did it of his own free will, 
boastfully, and hoping to set a precedent.

A Story of Murder In the Great Snow Wastes of

there could be no question of sending any- 
body but Sergeant Brinklow to prove the 
crime and bring in the murderer. 

Brinklow chose Dan McNab for his com- 
panion, to that young fellows deep and 
inarticulate joy. 

The journey deserves a story to itself. 
It cannot be gone into here. Fourteen days 
after leaving headquarters, during the last 
ten of which they had seen none of their 
kind either white or red, they blew into 
Fort Perseverence in a whirl of snow, the 
last post in this part of the world. Frank 
Comyns, the trader, whose communications 
were entirely cut off for six months of the 
year, was almost unnerved with joy at this 
visitation of white men in February. 

The nearest point on the river was a hun-

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Youth Is Caught in the Eternal Conflict Between Standardization and Individualism 


How Wild Is Youth? 


The “Wildness” of the Younger Generation Is An Indication of Its Determination to Break the 
Shackles of An Antiquated Code of Ethics In Which the Greatest Sin Was Not In 
Wrongdoing, But In Letting People Find Out About It

ca > Taking care of the baby, doing 
Fs “aq the housework, adding up in- 
terminable columns of figures, do not pro- 
vide it. Jazz, night clubs, booze and 


speed do. 

This is a problem, not of logic and rea- 
son but of emotion, and as such it is a very 
old one. Civilization has faced and solved 
many problems of emotion in the past and 
will continue to solve many others. The 
first step toward doing so is belief that 
there is a solution and willingness to try 
to find it. 

Few people realize to what extent the 
problems that face all of us are emotional! 
rather than intellectual, and this is particu- 
larly true of the problems of youth, when 
the emotional life is most intense. AS an 
example of what I mean by a problem of 
feeling rather than thinking, let me de- 
scribe a case that came under my observa- 
tion. 

It is a tragic story, and if the parts play- 
ed by the man and woman were reversed we 
would also recognize it as, alas, quite a con- 
ventional story. What we do not so easils 
recognize is the fact, generally conceded by 
those who are acquainted with the mental 
and emotional life of human beings, that 
every couple has the same equipment of in- 
stincts that governed the lives of these two, 


the same possibilities of emotional reaction, 
and that, given certain circumstances or 
certain elements in their constitutions, they 
would make the same mess of their lives. 


Some years ago I examined a young man 
who was on trial for his life and whose 
story, briefly, was this: He had always 
been a good citizen—provided one does not 
set one’s standards too high. He had work- 
ed steadily and earned his living and sup- 
ported himself; he was Kindly and consid- 
erate of others, and, except for the specific 
act that led to his trial. he probably’ never 
would have been heard of bv anv one out- 
side his immediate circle of acquaintances. 

But in the course of his wanderings he 
met a prostitute of whom he became seri- 
OUusiV enamored and whom he finally mar- 
ried, with the distinct purpose in mind of 
saving her from the consequences of thi 
lite she was living. Unfortunately. his self- 
acrifice did not have the cesired effect, for 
she continued to follow her habits 
Naturalv, her conduct led to estrange- 


ment between the two They would quar- 


-_ 


rel, sometimes violentiv, and then make u} 
He would occasionally leave their home and 
Stay away for a while: then he would tind 
he needed her and would go back and trv 
it again. This cat‘and dog evxistence, this 
aiternation of attraction and repulsion, kept 
on fog several vears He could not hve 
with her because she was promiscuous right 


under his eyes, and he could not live with- 
out her because he loved her. So one day 
in the heat of their quarrels he picked up a 
piece of lead pipe, hit her over the head 
with it and killed her. The next moment 
found him thrown across her on the bed, 
weeping with remorse for what he had done 
and praying to God to put the breath back 
into her body. 

Then he gave himself up to the police 
and prepared to take the consequences of 
his act His and his wife's failure in life 
was a question of emotional control.

Let us be honest rather than alarmed in 
earching the reason for this attitude on 
the part of vouth.

ity 1s based largely on a system of donts 


From the earliest days the child finds his 
natural tendencies thwarted in every diree- 
tion; how to meet this multitude of prohi- 
bitions is probably the greatest problem 
that any child has to face. It is true that 
the religion of the New Testament preaches 
a positive rather than a negative morahty, 
but 2,000 years is really a short time in 
which to change the thinking of a peepie, 
and the Christian religion is still per- 
meated with the thou-shall-nots of the 
Mosaic law. 

Atter the first four or five vears of his 
life, in which the child is faced by ver- 
botens on every hand, there comes a period 
of several vears during which his conflict 
with his surroundings is not so active. At

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standards of conduct they mav once have 
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had great value, but their value has been 
lessened by their inflexibility; frequently 
they do not fit the world of today any 
better than a child’s pinafore would fit a 
grown person, or they are as uncomfort- 
able and impractical—and really as useless 
—as a suit of armor would be to a modern 
business man. This tendency for cultural 
standards and customs always to fall behind 
present-day needs because of the inertia 
which makes it so difficult to change them 
is what the sociologists call “cultural lag.” 

This, then, is the world in which the boys 
and girls find themselves—a world con- 
trolled by a code of morals and conventions 
which, in many respects at least, is out- 
worn and needs to be improved. The young 
people tackle this situation boldly, with 
youthful energy and initiative, but without 
any adequate understanding of the strength 
of the structure they are trying to alter or 
of the once very good reasons for its ex- 
istence.. They feel little sympathy with a 
condition which they conceive to be wrong, 
and they do not understand how it all came 
about. 


This is the eternal conflict betweeen 
standardization, which would destroy indi- 
vidualitvy, and individualism, which would 
preserve it. The salvation of the future 
depends upon the ability of individuais to 
assert themselves, to break away from tra- 
ditions which have become outworn and to 
evolve new customs more in harmony with 
existing social conditions. In the course 
of this eternal struggle, the majority of 
those who make the effort will fail and only 
a small minority will march forward, car- 
rying the spirit of progress with them, and 
even this small minority may not live to 
see their views accepted. 

This does not mean that all the radical 
ideas of vouth should be permitted to run 
wiid and unchecked, but it does mean that 
one should recognize in their revolutionary 
tendencies the great possibilities of the new 
generation, instead of seeing in them mere- 
ly mistakes, errors and  immoralities. 
Wherever there is force there is the possi- 
bility of accomplishment. It still remains 
the most important job of the older genera- 
tion to try to direct this force of the 
younger into worthwhile channels. Merely 
to try to suppress it is a bad program. Pun- 
ishment which consists of frustration alone 
is alwavs destructive. 

I believe that out of all the ferment of 
social life today a new set of social values 
is coming into being, values which youth 
understands better than we do. Difficult as 
it may be for us to realize it. these values 
may be the basis for entirely new standards 
of conduct, standards just as fine in the 
cosmic scheme as our own—perhaps finer. 
What I mean can best be illustrated by a 


case that came under my observation not 
long ago: 


At the suggestion of her parents, a strik- 
ingly beautiful young girl came to see me. 
She was a true representative of the pres- 
ent generation. She told me her story, 
which, reduced to half a dozen words. was 
that she had had an illegitimate child. This 
fact, stated thus bluntly, had of course 
bowled over her conservative mid-Victorian 
parents, and they were utterly at a loss to 
know how to handle the problem 

The. girl, on the other hand. was not espe - 
Clally disturbed by it She told me about 
her experience with as much matter-of- 
factness as if She had been talking about 
the most ordinary thing on earth

ty realize her own personality. She was @ 
lone way removed from the pampered, pro- 


tected little girl of fiftv or seventy-five 


years ago who was utterly helpless in the 
face of the world and whose only outlook in 
life was to be married off by her parents 
when she got to be twenty, though the 
judgment of her parents may have been no 
better than her own. 

In a situation as old as the ages, this girl 
had seen new values, was conducting herself 
according to a new, gradually evolving code, 
and if we are honest and impartial we must 
admit that code is not necessarily lower 
than our own because it is different; it may 
even be higher. 

If the girl's error of judgment had been 
in respect to anything else but sex, we 
would say that her attitude was a rational 
one. When any one makes a mistake, the 
sensible thing is not to commit suicide, but 
to start over again and see if the job can- 
not be done better a second time. Not so 
if the mistake is a sex delinquency! Long 
tradition says that this particular kind of 
false step must almost inevitably bring so- 
cial ruin. The revolt against such an atti- 
tude which is being carried on by the 
younger generation will, I believe, bring 
about a shifting of moral values in the 
sphere of sex. 


This subject, taboo for so many years, 
is now being openly discussed. To use an 
expression of a friend of mine, sex is be- 
ing secularized. Its problems can be de- 
bated freely now, without anything like the 
amount of emotion that used to attach to 
them, and with this freedom of approval it 
is going to be possible to see for the first 
time where the real, true, worthwhile 
values repose. 

Not only are the problems of sex going 
to find new values, but the same will be 
true to a certain extent of all other social 
problems. Conspicuous among these is the 
question of the status of women, both in the 
home and out, the realiation that woman 
is more than just the chattel that she was 


considered by former generations and by 
some backward people today; or that her 
functions in the community go beyond those 
of home making and child bearing. This 
particular new code of values 1s, however, 
so self-evident, and has been so much dis- 
cussed elsewhere, tha, further comment 1s 
superfluous 

In dealing with what may seem to us the 
shocking tendencies of youth it is therefore 
necessary for us to have a judicial attitude, 
and to realize that the energy and the 
initiative and the force of youth, is essen- 
tially good and that many of the old time 
customs and taboos of society need con- 
stant readjustment and have elements in 
them which invite criticism. With such an 
attitude of mind, We should not try to crush 
out the tendency to change when it ex- 
presses itself in non-c ynventional ways; in- 
stead, we should try to guide it helpfully. 

Of course some times the radicalism of 
youth may be so anti-social that definite 
steps will need to be taken for the pro- 
tection of society, but this can be done with 
understanding and without venom. 


However. in many instances these radical 
manifestations are only passing; with 
greater age and added responsibilities the 
point of view of youth changes. It is often 
said that one of the best ways to cure @ 
radical is to elect him to some position of 
responsibility. Life does this for all of us, 
more or less, so that sooner or later most of 
our radical tendencies fall into their proper 
niches or are deflected into useful activities. 

We of today are agonied by the revolt 
of youth not so much because many of our 
boys and girls are getting into difficulties, 
but because we know about it. We are like 
a certain woman I remember who brought 
a child into the accident room of a munici- 
pal hospital with which I was connected 
several years ago. The child had cut his 
hand badly and the mother’s treatment of 
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the situation had been to wrap the hand up 
so thoroughly that it could not be seen; 
thus. for the time being, the mother's anx- 
ieties were relieved. 

That was the mid-Victorian method. If 
anything went wrong with the youngsters, 
the worst thing that could happen was to 
have it known. Now for the first time t& 
is possible for one member of a family to 
turn out to be a scalawag without all the 
rest of the family feeling that they are dis- 
graced, and it is beginning to be realized 
that if one of the younger members gets 
into trouble, the rational thing to do is not 
to kick him out of doors, but to come to 
his assistance and see how he can be helped. 


The twentieth century has presented us 
with many difficult problems, and however 
much we may want to escape the necessi- 
ties which they impose, we are forced to 
face them in some form or other. The 
youth of the land has accepted the chal- 
lenge of these problems much more con- 
sciously than have we of the older genera- 
tion. They are facing them without flinch- 
ing. They may be doing it stupidly some- 
times, and they may be making many mis- 
takes, but that is the toil that the battle 
of life inevitably exacts. We cannot do any- 
thing in this world without taking the nat- 
ural risks that go with it. We cannot cross 
the street without running the risk of be- 
ing run over. The only alternative, if we 
do not want to take the risk, is to spend 
our lives upon one side of the road, and this 
alternative was the election of many of our 
predecessors. 

Personally, I am in favor of crossing the 
street, side by side with youth. So long 
as the older generation maintains its sym- 
pathetic touch with the younger, it will 
retail its ability to guide. If it fails in this 
sympathy, and undertakes merely to repress 
and punish, it will lose a great opportunity.

NE morning, back in the days when Charles A. 
Dana's “New York Sun” was the goal of every 
newspaper man, a bright youngster from San 
Francisco walked into “The Sun” office, hung up his hat 
and told the managing editor that he had come to work. 

When the significance of this development had 
dawned upon him sufficiently, the managing editor, 
Chester Lord, famous newspaper maker, said: 

“Are you pretty fast upon your feet?” 

The newcomer explained that he had been but re- 
cently a member of the track team at the University of 
California. 

“Fine,” exclaimed Mr. Lord. “You ought to be good 
for up town and Brooklyn assignments. You can con- 
sider yourself hired.” 

The new cub, who gave his name to the cashier as 
Stephen T. Mather, was given a beat embracing all the 
outlying parts of town. His burning ambition to 
be a star reporter was well tested by the frigid New 
York winter, which he spent out in the streets, gathcring 
items for “The Sun.” 

One day a terrific blizzard enveloped the city, para- 
lyzing traffic. Only a small percentage of New Yorkers 
braved the biting storm to reach their places of work. 

Reporter Mather was one of those who did arrive at 
“The Sun” office on that terrible day, hoping for an in- 
door assignment. The city editor summoned him 

“Mather, I have an idea that thete’s a good’ human 
interest story out at the cemeteries.” he said. “See what 
they are doing out there.” 5 

The cemeteries were uti caree or four miles distant. 
Three miles out and three miles back, all the way en 
foot, Reporter Mather trudged, fighting the blizzard 
every foot, to get a word picture of a sorrow!ul family 
struceiing to do last honors to a departed loved one 

It took the entire day to make the trip. When he 
returned to “The Sun” office Steve Mather's feet were 
frozen. He drew a pail of water, removed his shoes and 
socks, placed his suffering feet in the water and sat 
down to write his story. That done, he went to bed to 
combat fatigue and pneumonia. 

During the following summer and autumn there 
occurred a Presidential campaign. “The Sun” plunced 
into politics with vigor, covering every aspect of 
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contest. When James G. Blaine, one of the candidates, 
Visited New York, they called for Reporter Mather, after 
a full day on his beat, and said: 

“Blaine is going to make six speeches in Brooklyn 
to-night. Go over and cover them.” 

That being before the day of radios, telephones, auto- 
mobiles and other mcdern acessories to politics and 
newspapers, Blaine’s plan was to make short addresses

at gatherings in widely 
scattered parts of town, 
then dash on to the next 
stand, leaving others to 
conclude the meetings. 
In this way he hoped to 
reach as many potential 
voters as possible. 

“At the time, the press 
representatives had not 
yet established their 
right to places in the 
candidate’s personal 
party,” explains Mr. Ma- 
ther. “When Mr. Blaine 
finished his first talk he - 
was rushed to his car- 
riage and whirled off at 
top speed. I dashed after 
the carriage on_ foot, 
sprinting most of the 
wavy to the next meeting 

“I was panting for breath when [ got there, but I 
managed to make my notes and rest a little before it 
was time to sprint to the third meeting. I kept that up 
for five meetings, and then I began to weaken. I in- 
quired about the next one and started early, hoping to 
beat Mr. Blaine there 

“T had just got under way at a yvood dog trot when 
a carriage came bearing down on me at full speed. It 
stopped beside me. The door opened and Mr. Blaine 
himself shouted to me, asking directions for reaching 
his "ext meeting place. 

“I stepped up to direct him there, hoping for a ride, 
but as soon as I indicated the general direction the 
door slammed and the carriage whirled off over the 
cobblestones. 

“So there was nothing to do but take another hitch 
in my belt and sprint after it.” 

When Reporter Mather turned in six complete stories 
of the Blaine meetings that night the city editor was 
amazed and dubious. He called the enterprising voung

“I ran after Blaine’s carriage.” 

“Good work, Mather. Good work It will look as 
though ‘The Sun’ had six men on the job in Brooklyn 
last night.” 

This incident led to an important decision in Mr. 
Mather’s life. He concluded that he was more likely to 
be a “lew man” than one ofthe editors of “The Sun.”

There 
is the authentic story of the ranger at 
Old Faithful bear pits who was asked by 
a visitor: 

“What's the gun for—to save the people 
from the bears if they get nasty?” 

“No,” said the ranger. “It’s to save the 
bears from the people when they get nasty.”

Serve a Mixed Grill 


The Mixed Grill—Ever a Man’s Choice In Hotel and Club Dining Rooms--Can Also Be Prepared 
at Home. The Ease of Serving This One-Dish Meal Recommends It for 


}IXED grill is accounted one of the 

best-liked main courses in res- 

4 taurants and club dining rooms, 

but it is not so often served at 

home. It sounds complicated and necessi- 

tates cooking many different things at one 

time. but, actually, it isn’t more trouble to 

prepare than the customary roast with po- 

tatoes and vegetables, and in many in- 
stances may be easier to serve. 

The mixed grill is an individual service 
and so the hot plates should be ready for 
arranging the meat and vegetables as they 
come from the stove. Because of the sim- 
plified table service this type of meal is a 
particularly good one to have when there 
are guests and there is no maid to serve. 

Strictly speaking, the dish should have 
nothing that is not broiled—for grilling is 
only another name for broiling—but vege- 
tables cooked in other ways are frequently 
added, and must be, to make the mixed 
grill easy for home serving. 

You will notice that a lamb chop is al- 
most invariably part of this dish when 
served in restaurants and when you begin 
to plan a mixed grill for your own family 
you will realize why. A lamb chop com- 
bines well with more other foods than does 
any other meat. In the grills suggested 
below, it is named only once, but this is 
because you can think up so many combi- 
nations for yourself in which the chop is 
the central part. : 

Here is one good grill with the chop— 
nothing unusual, as you will see, but not the 
less appetizing for that. One lamb chop, 
one small piece of calf’s liver, one broiled 
oyster, one strip of crisp bacon, one broiled 
mushroom, green peas, French fried pota- 
toes or little pan fried potato cakes and an 
olive. Instead of the mushrooms you can 
use a thick slice of broiled tomato. Both 
of these, by the way, are good on almost 
any mixed grill, and give a little touch 
that always appeals to sight as well as 
taste. Bacon, too, is a stand-by, and often 
it is easier to bake this than to broil it 
with the other meats. Indeed, baking 1s 
the best method for bacon anyway. For 
this meal it is quite as easy to buy one 
chop per person and a small piece of calf’s 
liver, a few oysters, as it would be to buy 
more chops. 

Another good combination is made with 
individual strips of broiled beefsteak—cut 
before broiling. Add a broiled kidney, a 
crisp bacon strip, a broiled pimiento, green 
beans and old-fashioned pan-fried pota- 
toes. A relish should always be added, and 
green grape preserves make a luscious one 
for this. 

For a fish grill use fillet of sole, as we 
all call fillet of flounder, sardines—which

Lhe mixed grill is an economical way of serving an ex- 
pensive meat like beefsteak, since a smaller portion may 
be served in conjunction with the other foods 


are delicious broiled—and a slice of broil- 
ed salt pork, the kind with streaks of 
lean. Mashed potato, broiled carrot( pre- 
viously cooked) and piccallilli complete this 
plate. If you do not want all fish you can 
use tripe instead of the sardines. Or if 
you want a Friday dish, with no meat at 
all, vou can use a broiled ovster instead 
of the salt pork. 

Small broiled pork chops or a_ broiled 
tenderloin of pdrk, cut into’ individual 
strips before cooking, are important fac- 
tors in a heartier grill dinner. Add a piece 
of broiled rabbit or chicken, a broiled oys- 
ter, spinach and a -baked potato. Some 
sort of sharp pickle is needed with this. 

For a simple meal use a broiled ball of 
chopped steak, one broiled pork sausage, a 
crisp bacon strip, deviled tomato, which is 
broiled tomato with a hot sauce, mashed 
potato and pickles. 

A veTy grand dinner may also be grilled; 
use one piece of broiled chicken, one of 
broiled ham, broiled sweetbread, a broiled 
mushroom, browned rice er wild rice and 
lettuce. Duckling of pigeon may be sub- 
Stituted for the chicken. Or try a broiled 
erab, a broiled chicken liver, a strip of 
crisp bacon, okra, French fried potatoes, 
currant jelly, 

It is quite true that the combinations 
possible for this dish are not endless, but 
there are enough possibilities to give the 
much-desired variety. Often, too, mixed 
grills save money, as it costs less to have 
a small piece of some expensive meat, with

dyspepsia,” “run down condition” and the 
like, if the doctor were not in the habit of 
aking ‘em strip for proper examination. 


Then the second lesson was different. The 
natient was middle aged and was admitted 
for treatment of chronic bronchitis. His 
physician examined the chest again and 
gain with the utmost care, and was posi- 
ve the man had only bronchitis. But when 
here is any uncertainty at all of a diag- 
mosis it is most readily settled by doing a 
areful necropsy, or, as we used ‘*o call it, 
utopsy, that is, if you can arrange for it. 
Sometimes patients do not fall in with the 
idea, and relatives are even less reluctant. 
However, we fixed it up all right in this 
case, and lo and behold, two days after the 
eminent diagnostician had impressed upon 
us dumb interns for the ’steenth time that 
the patient had merely chronic bronchitis 
we found the lungs riddled with tubercles. 
For years after that I endeavored to fol- 
low a noncommittal policy in all cases un- 
til after the post. 


Now and then a doctor lives and even 
thrives who ventures a tentative diagnosis 
of pulmonary tuberculosis in a case where 
there have been no tubercle bacilli found, 
and not even a positive tuberculin test. It’s 
bad business, but. some doctors will do it. 
Here is an instance: -

That doesn’t signify the patient didn’t have 


tuberculosis. of course; it merely fails to 
corroborate the diagnosis of 
The doctor could detect no physical signs 
of tuberculosis on repeated ehcst examina- 
tion. X-ray picture failed to show any 
suspicious shadows. The cough was not 
severe, but somehow the doctor sent the 
patient to a nose and throat specialist to 
see whether he could find the cause of the 
cough, because the patient complained of 
frequent headaches. Sure enough, the N. & 
T. man found an infected nasal sinus. He 
made short work of draining this. Head- 
aches ceased at once. Cough soon cleared 
up. Patient took on weight and strength, 
and soon was able to return to business. 

I am not sure whether I do right in re- 
porting this incident here. I hope it is all 
right. At any rate I know it is well to in- 
vestigate the condition of the nasal sinuses 
in every case of persistent cough, with or 
without headaches, and especially when 
there is impaired health and loss of 
strength and a questionable suspicion of or 
tentative diagnosis of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis. 


Nearly every one of us has a focus of 
tuberculosis tucked away in some deep 
lymph node, either deep in the neck or 
around the hilum or roots of the lungs or 
in back of the intestines. The tubercle 
bacilli probably get in there through 
neglected cavilies of the teeth or through 
the tonsils or adenoid body, or through 
some temporary lesion of the intestine, in 
infancy or early childhood. A considerable 
proportion of samples of market milk un- 
pasteurized will show tubercle bacilli, from 
the tuberculous cows in the herd. This is 
probably one way in which we acquire our 
tuberculosis. Please do not ask me, for I 
don't know and do not even have an opin- 
ion, whether bovine tubereulosis, that is, 
the form of disease that occurs in cattle, 
is the same as that which occurs in man. 
I imagine, from all I can. learn about it, 
that tuberculosis is the same in man and 
cattle, but the disease is modified in char- 
acter by passage through the cow, just as 
smallpox virus is modified to vaccinia by 
passage through the calf. 


tuberculosis. 


This bovine tuberculosis is. unquestion- 
ably pathogenic to man, that is, the bovine 
tubercle bacillus produces disease in man, 
but I gather from the experts on the sub- 
ject that bovine tuberculosis in man is more 
likely to take the form of scorfula (tuber- 
culosis of the lymph nodes) especially 
lymph nodes in the neck or under the angle 
of the jaw, and not so likgly to reach the 
lungs. Some students of tuberculosis seem 
to think that the bovine type is the usual 
cause of bone and joint tuberculosis in chil- 
dren. 

Anyway, we do know that infancy is the 
time of infection with tuberculosis. The 
younger the infant the more susceptible. 
This explains why it is so necessary to sep- 
arate an infant immediately after birth 
from the tuberculous father or mother or 
other person who has the disease, if we 
want to save the child 

Another thing we do know about tuber- 
culosis is that early youth is the time of 
“super infection,” or the time. when lung 
tuberculosis begins to develop. In the great 
majority of cases pulmonary (lung) tuber- 
culosis first affects the health in the early 
and middle ‘teens, when the child is enter- 
ing high school, say 

Any boy or girl in this period who be- 
comes at all “run down,” or “anemic.” or 
seems constantly tired or shows what par- 
ents too often call the effects of overstudy, 
is entitled to a bill of health from a doc- 
tor who has (1) examined the chest for 
Signs of tuberculosis, (2) applied the skin 
tuberculin test, and (3) if the tuberculin 
test IS positive, given an X-rav examina- 
tion 

That famous frog that survived for manv 
years in a sealed tomb in Texas, whether 
genuine or not; had nothing at all on vour 
or my focus of tuberculosis, provided you 
and I are behaving ourselves reasonablv 
well and keeping within the law of hygiene 
in our mode of living. It is usually appar- 
ent enough how and why this latent or 
smouldering nidus of tuberculosis that is tn

velops into actual disease. victim 


of the laws of hygiene and eventually he 


pays with his health. This does not apply 
that anything “lowers resistance” against 
tuberculosis, for there is no _ scientific 
ground for the assumption of “resistance.” 
But it does mean that faulty living habits 
and bad hygiene may prevent an individual 
from developing the highest degree of im- 
munity against tuberculosis, and immunity 
is a well established scientific fact. 

In France recently considerable work has 
been done toward the immunization of néw- 
born infants by means of a special tubercu- 
lin preparation. The French students of 
tuberculosis think that the vaccination of 
the newborn baby with this tuberculin 
preparation will protect the baby against 
the disedse, at least give the infant an im- 
measurably better chance to survive. 


A high school student aged 16 had a 
severe “cold,” whatever that may have been, 
and bronchitis. She developed a_ hard 
cough with much expectoration, she lost 
weight and strength, and began having 
night sweats. This latter is a rather fa- 
mous almanac sign or tuberculosis—or 
rather “consumption” as the old timers call- 
ed it. Now and then after a coughing spell 
She spat blood. Certainly these symptoms 
warranted grave suspicion of pulmone’y tu- 
berculosis. But on proper chest examina- 
tion there were no physical signs of tu- 
berculosis; and no tubercle bacilli were 
found in the sputum. X-ray examination 
showed dilation or ballooning of bronchial 
tubes—bronchiectasis, doctors call it. She 
kept getting a little no better every day. 
Finally some one had a bright idea—called 
i:. nose and throat specialist. Specialist 
found an infected sphenoidal sinus. Drain- 
ed it in that nonchalan®«away the N. & T. 
men have, and the girl immediately began 
to get well and presently recovered perfect 
health. 

I don’t know why 
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either, but I thought it might give my story 
a happy ending.
